Cancel claim 5. 

REMARKS: Claim 5 recited "materials to form said wires comprise metals". It 
was reviewed that this recitation was improperly dependent on claim 1 because it was 
not compatible with the recitation that "each of the wires ... is made of polymer" in claim 
1 . To remove this discrepancy, it was agreed to cancel claim 5.
